‘TUBERCULOSIS. 


I is seldom realised. we fear, 
how heavy is the mortality caus- 
ed in Hongkong by the dread 
scourge of tuberculosis. ‘At the 
moment, we have not the figures 
for the past year by us, but 
taking the cases dealt witb 
the Tung Wah Hospital ‘ovina 
1921 we. find that out of 800 
admissions there were no fewer 
than 350 desths from this disease 
sione. That, of course. woold 
only represent atithe of the toll 
revealed’ by the vital stavistics 
for the whole Caloas. 


Yesterday we published = sum- 
mary of the conclusions reached 
by tue Government Bacteriologist 
after ang investigation into taber- 
culesis asa cause of death, 
especially with regard to the 
prevalence and character‘of the 
disease in children. Dr. Scott 
states that this particular disease 
is a frequent cause of death io 
Hongkong, and be comes to the 
conclusion that its prevalence 
is closely connected with social 
and economic conditions. In 
other words; the conditions 
under which the mass of the 
populace lives (overcrowding 
and the abserce of sunlight 
from the living room) encourage 
the disease, which is directly 
spread by the Chinese habit 
of expectorating at all tines 
aud places. As to the economic 
drawbacks, these can only be 
remedied by the spread of better 
sanitary and hygienic conditions. 
Drastic ~ action” towards these 
ands is impossible. Bat by 
graduated plans and systematic 
effort it is the duty of the 
authorities to aim at better hous- 
igg conditions for the bulk of the 
population. The human rabbit- 
werrens in the uative quarter 
must in course of time be 
demolished and their places 
taken by more modern stractures 
The apittiog habit is extremely 
difficult to-vounter, for ordinary 
sppeals and injunctions appear 
to have little effect. The author- 
ities, however, might well con- 
sider more‘ thoroughgoing and 
persistent campaign against thie 
disgusting and. injurious babit 
than hitherto attempted. 

Ths point naturally suggests 
itaelf whether all that is possible 
is being dows for ‘those actually| 
stricken: by, the. disease. .We 
know. that at Home widespread 
offorta made to chook. ‘the 


sanatoria treatment is not pro- 
vided, which suggeats that this iz 
a matter which ought to engage 
the earnest attention of the 
Goverament and of the big native 
charitable institutions.
